We have had a breathing time, while our Brethren have been bringing forth the delive- 
rance of IRELAND thorough ſore pangs: And now the Symptomes of trayailing paine begin to take hold upon us; and as that glorious 
J birth hath been thus far brought forth in TRELAND thorow the prayers of the Saints, ſo we are encouraged to beleeve (while we finde 
the ſpirit of Prayer crying earneſtly for the accompliſhment of Chriſts defignes thorow all theſe dark diſpenſations ) that the Cloſe will 
be the bringing forth of Zions deliverance: And to that End (dear Friends) we are bold in the name of our Lord whom ye Love, to | 
provoke you to fervent prayer (at this time) for the clear manifeſtation of the preſence of Chriſt with us, in whatever ſervice he ſhall 
Call us unto. We are now again alarm'd by him to Come forth into rhe field , but both our Work and the Ifſue is only and wholly 
known to himſelf; Pray for us, that we may not want that Pillar of fire before us, and the Cloud behinde us; and that we may be found 
faithfull ſervants waiting only upon our Lords good pleaſure; andlet both you and us be inſtant in Prayer for the uniting of the hearts 
of all that fearthe Lord in this and our Neighbour Nation of SCOTLAND, That there may not be found any of the generation of the Juſt, 
Joyning [flue with thoſerhat ſupport the Beaſt, and oppoſe the Advancement of the Kingdome of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the King of 
S.ints : Bus that ſome ſpecial and ſignall diſcovery of the good will of God to his people may now appear, in ſeparating the precious 
SH: the vile, both in their counſels and actions : And it 1s moſt earneſtly defired, that Fervant ſupplication and prayer bs made for all 
Agch of us as ſhall be called to the management of Publick affairs, that the Lord would mak@his way plain before us , Tat ſoin all our 
T undertakings we may be ſubſervient to the affairs of Jeſus Chriſt, and walkin Love (as becommeth Saints) towards all disfatisfied Bre- 
F thren both in ENGLAND and SCOTLAND, that our indeared affection to them, as to the lot of Gods inheritance, may appear in all our 
T demeanors towards them, and in theirs towards us; That ſo the enemies of Chriſt may be diſappointed, and theſe Clouds of Diviſion 
& feattered, to the abundant glory and praiſe of God, and comfort of all his people : Who knows but yet (after the late, too great Un- 
_ F qriſtian differences between the Children of the ſame Father) this may be the day wherein ſhall be begun the fulfilling of thoſe glorious 
'& promiſes (which God hath made to his people) in the laſt dayes, And I will give them one beart and one way, Jer. 32.39. and, That E:hrains 
23 Bull not envie Fadah, and Fudah ſhall nor vex Ephraim, Iſa. 11.12,13,14. And that we may beattive and conſtant in the work of the Lord. 
4 We farther provoke you to be earneſt with him on the behalf of all the Saints, and particularly for us, that our hearts may be taken off 
T from the poor low things of this world : That we may not ſeek our ſelves, nor great things for our ſelves, but the glory and honour of 

*Jeſus Chriſt, who hath ſo graciouſly owned us, and manifeſted his glorious preſence with us,through allthe many temptations and tryals 
F that we have been exerciſed under, and the ſore trouble our eyes have ſeen; All which he hath done, that he might humble us, and that 
- F hemight prove us, to doe us good in the latter end. | 
MW: And for all theſe ends, the Lord hath ſtirred up our hearts to ſet apart the Fifth day of the next week, being the Thirtieth of this pre- 
| ſent Moneth,as aſolemn time to ſeek his Face,in and about this work. V Vherein (hoping you will joyn with us) we defire that both you 
* Þ and we may be humbled before the Lord, for all our former and latter cvils that we have committed,notwithſtanding the multitude of his 
tender mercies towards us ; It may be ſince we have been at eaſe we have contracted rvit ; the Lord make us every one ſenſible of the 
"plague of his own heart,and grant that this may be acleanſing day ; that he would both reprove, and enable us to turn at his reproof; chat 
"8 fowhat employment ſoever the Lord calleth us unto, we may go iw it leaving our fins behinde us : And let us with all fervency of 
 & fpiric pray that the God and Father of ourLord Jeſus Chriſt would ſo pour out his Spirit upon us, that thereby our hearts being purged 
F from all filthineſs of fleſh and ſpirit , our holy converſation may declare us to be the people of the Lord, yea,the Army of the Lamb,who 
- F isKing of Kings,and Lo:d of Lords, whoſe followers are called Choſen and faithfull. 
3 And fincethe Lord hath taught us,that to hang down the head as a Bulruſh for a day,is not ſuch a faſt ashe hath choſen; we do further 
& therefore lay it upon our own hearts and yours,that if any(either Officer or Souldier) be guilty of any prophaneneſs, to the ſcandal ofthe 
F Goſpel,diſcovery thereof may be made,and ſuch courſe therein taken, as may be agreeable to the Golpel,and Diſcipline of the Army. 
* Further, that we uſe our urmoſt endeavours in our ſeveral] places to reform thole grofſe enormities of Drunkenneſle, Sweating, open 
{prophanation of the Lords day, and contempt of the Ordinances of Jcſus Chriſt, which are too much to be found in the Army; that ſo as 
much as in us lieth we may purge out every accurſed thing from amongſt us. 
Dear Brethren, let us labor(through the power of the Spirit of Chriſt)toſanftifie our ſelves S& the Camp,for the Lord that is in the midſt 
of us is a holy God; and let us not too much preſumenpon our former mercies, but wel conſider what the Lord hath ſaid to his own people 
- that were as nearly related to him as we can be, Foſh.24.19.The Lord he i a holy and ajealows God, he will not forgive your tran(greſsiont and your ſins : 
"WW if you forfake the Lord and ſerve ſtr ange Gods,then he will turn and conſume you, and do you hurt after that he hath done yougood: and again Jolh.7.12,13, 
MM Read the words: as alſo Efaiah 63.8.9,10- (Read the words:) Ohlet theſe Scriptures and others to the ſame purpole deeply affect us; 
MF that ſo whilſt we are uſed as a Rod of Iron inChriſts hand to dath his enemies in pieces, we our ſelves may erve him with fear and rejoyce 
WM with trembling. All that now ſeem to be on Chriſt's ſide, will not hold out untothe end ; Be we faithful}to the death, and Chriſt will 
.give us a Crown of lite. ; ; 

Dearfriends, we ſhall earneſtly long to hear from you, tothe endwe may know how the Lord 1s pleated to affect your hearts with 
theſe things, and what impreſlions of his Spirit he ſhall (through hs word) ſet upon you after you have bught his face with us about the 
ſame, that ſo wemay further know(through you)his will concernirg us. And we ſhall not fail in this an all other opportunities to ſeek 

' the Lord for you, that you may be preſerved from-every evil to hisglorious Kingdom, that you may be tept blameleſs and harmleſs, the 
ſons of God without rebuke. And we beſeech you in the ſpirit of Love and meeknels to (tir up all that fear God, amongſt whom you 
converſe, (yea though of different judgments, as to the form of Charch-government) to ſeek the Lord with us in theſe things, for ſure it 
cannot but be the deſire of every one that is a living member of Chriſts body,that the work of Chriſt ſhould proſper, and that all that fear 
the Lord may be of one heart and one minde,in the things that concern his great affairs, in a time when his work is to eſtabliſh his owne 
Kingdom in the ruine of Babylon, as (in the apprehenſion of manyof his people) it is this day. Thus preſenting our moſt indeared affe- 
ion to you, we heartily recommend you into che Boſome of Jeſus Chriſt, and Reſt
